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PREFACE 



These notes are an attempt to steer a middle 
course between the diffusiveness on the one hand, 
and the meagreness on the other, which so far 
have characterised the teaching of Greek Accent- 
uation. From my own experience I do not believe 
that the custom of giving a beginner a few of the 
principal rules and exceptions, and then allowing 
him to pick up his knowledge by practice, i.e. at 
random, is ever a success ; and on this account 
I have endeavoured to make my rules as exhaustive 
as possible, and also to give the chief exceptions 
in each case, as I believe that faith in a rule is 
severely shaken when important exceptions to it 
are daily encountered. At the same time I have 
omitted rare and poetical words that would hardly 
find a place in an ordinary piece of Greek Prose. 

I have also ventured to classify the subject ac- 
cording to the nature of the accent rather than of 
the word. This is no doubt the less scientific way 
of proceeding ; but I am convinced that it leaves 
a less confused impression on the mind than any 
other method. Indeed, its arrangement is the only 
real novelty of the book. 



My lists depend for their completeness on those 
in the late Professor Chandler's great work, 'A 
Practical Introduction to Greek Accentuation'; and 
for notices of errors or omissions, which are almost 
inevitable in such a subject, I shall be grateful. 
To classify satisfactorily Oxytones in o? I found 
impossible ; and, though not wishing to insist that 
the committing of them all to memory is indispen- 
sable, I have ventured to have recourse to the 
Hexameter as a mechanical aid to memory for the 
ambitious. 

Lastly, I cannot but record my gratitude to Mr. 
Henry Broadbent, of Eton College, for his scholarly 
advice and criticism on a number of important 
points.

GREEK ACCENTUATION. 



GENERAL RULES. 

1. The general principle of Greek Accentuation (except 
in certain cases enumerated later on) is to retract (or draw 
back) the chief accent, whether Acute or Circumflex : e.g- 
aiOpwTTOf, a-S)/n.a, eXvov, ^XOov.^ 

2. But in the Inflexions of Nouns, Pronouns, Adjectives, 
and Participles, the Accent remains on the same syllable 
— counting from the beginning of the word — as in the 
Nominative Singular (Masculine, in the case of Pronouns, 
Adjectives,* and Participles), unless a change is necessitated 
by any of the Special Rules or Exceptions given below : 
e.g, ^aa-iXevs, jSacriXew^ ; av^p, avSpoi, avSpaai ; Tuyxa"'*"') 
rvyxoivova-a, Tvyxovov; eTncTTrnxri, e-n laryifiai ; evpv^, evpeia ; 
fiovcra, fiovcrrji;. 

These two rules pulling, as it were, in opposite directions, 
tend to establish a sort of equilibrium, which is the basis 
of Greek Accentuation. 

Note. 

01 and ai at the end of a word are usually treated as 
short for purposes of Accentuation : eg. avOpcoiroi, a/na^ai, 
Xverai.^ 

But in the third person singular of the Optative Active 
at and oi are long : e.g. aKovtrat, aXyvvot. 



N.B. Words not enumerated below must be taken as 
regular. This especially applies to Dissyllabic Paroxy- 
tones and Properispomena.

1. If the last syllable (the Ultimate) is long, the Acute 
cannot retreat beyond the last syllable but one (the Penult);

2. If the Ultimate is short, the Acute cannot retreat 
beyond the last syllable but two (the Antepenult); and 
such a word is called Proparoxytone : e.g. avOpaiiroi. 

3. The Acute can never fall on a naturally long Penult 
before a short Ultimate i^ e.g. ^pxov, not ^pxov ; eTna-Trjfj.ai, 
not eTTitTTrifjiai (nor yet eTriartjfiai, which would violate 
General Rule 2, eirta-r^fjn] being Paroxytone). 



Certain words however have the Acute on the Ultimate 
(Oxytones) ; while others have it on the Penult (Paroxy- 
tones) even when the Ultimate is short — both in violation 
of General Rule i.
